A Proclamation prohibiting che making vp 
of Girdles, Belts, Hangers, and other Wares 


a for mens wearing, or for VVarre-ſeruice, 
with RBraſſe- Buckles. 


2 GO Pon Petition lately exhibited vnto His Highneſſe by the Com- 


* . pany of Butkle Foꝛgers, Buckle Filers, and Trimmers and 

Dꝛeſſers of Buckles, members of the Socictic of Girdlers, Lon- 
don, infoꝛming Hts Highneſle , that Buckles fo2 Girdles, Hangers, 
Belts, oꝛ other Wares ſoꝛ mens wearing, and Warre-ſcrnice, were 
wont to bec well and frucly foꝛged, and made of Jron, in which 
Trade the layd C ompany haue well and honeſtly gotten their li⸗ 
uings, and thereupon haue maintained themſelues and Families 
in decent oꝛder, and that of late times, there is a (ubtill way found out by Caſting of Buckles 
in Bꝛaſſe, in deceit of His Highnelle Subiects: 

His Highneſſe was pleaſed to referre the conſideration Hereof, to the Mato? and 
Aldermen ofthe Citie of London, who appointed Commiſſioners to call both ſides befoze 
them, and to examine the grieuantes alleadged; And vpon hearing both ſides, haue made 
certificate to his Highneſle , That thoſe Buckles which are Caſt in2Bzaſſe, are bꝛittle, and 
not ſo ſeruiteable as thoſe made of Jron, and that there are not aboue foure oꝛ (ire perſons 
within London, that make and Caſt thoſe Buckles in Bꝛaſſe, who doe not vſe it as the whole 
Trade of their liuing, but doe other woꝛke, whereby they rayſe a good tompetencie of itue- 
lihood, and that there are thꝛee hundzed perſons whoſe onely meanes to maintaine them- 
ſelues and Families, is by Foꝛging and making Jron Buckles and Harneſſe, and thatthole 
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who calt the bzaſſe Buckles tan make moꝛe in one day; then ten of thoſe that make the Jron 


Buckles tan doe, by reaſon of their flightneſſe, and that if the Bzaſſe Buckles which are bait- 
tle and vnleruiceable ſhould bee tolerated, thoſe great number of pooꝛe men that make the 


Iron Buckles (which are much moze ſeruiceable) with their families are like to bee impo⸗ 
ueriſhed. 

His Highnelle to mainetaine a multitude of pooꝛe Arttzans that hereby gaine their linings, 
and that his people may not bee deteiued, Doth by this Hts Highneſſe Pꝛotlamation ſtrictly 
inhibite allperſons whatſoeuer, That they doe not at any time hereafter make vp any bꝛaſſe 
Buckles in Girdles, Belts, Hangers, oz other wares vſed foz mens Wearing, oꝛ foꝛ warre 
ſeruice, 02 vent, oꝛ put to ſale any ſuch Girdles, Belts, oz Hangers, oꝛ other uaares hereafter 
to be made vp with bzaflſe Buckles within this His Highneſſe Nealme of England, vpon paine 
of His Mateſties high Indignation, and diſpleaſure, and ſuch further paines, and penalties 
as by the Lawes, and Statutes of this Ncalme, and by His Mateſties Pꝛerogatine Royall, 
can, 02 map bee inflicted vpon Contemners of His Maieſties Pꝛoclamations, and Royall 
Commands. 

And Hts Highneſle doeth by theſe preſents gine power, and authozity, and expꝛeſſe Com- 
mandement to all his Judges, Jultices, His Aturnep Generall foz the time being, Matozs, 
Sherieffs, 25alſeffs, Juſtices of Peace, Headbozoughes, Conſtables, and other Officers 
whatſocuer, whom it may concerne, That they andeuery of them, diligently attend the due 
execution of this His Highneſſe Pꝛotlamation, and vpon complaint made, pꝛoteede in His 
Highneſſe Court of Starre Chamber, oz elſewhere, againſt ſuch as ſhall diſobey, oꝛ impugne 
the ſame, to the end the delinquents may receiue condigne puniſhment accoꝛding to their des 
merits, as they tender Our Pleaſure, and will auoyd the contrary, at their vtmoſt *
